SAIGON (AP) — While Pres­ 
ident Nixon was announcing his 
formula for ending the Vietnam 
war, thousands of U.S. troops 
battled the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese today in two widely 
separated 
sections of South 
Vietnam. 
Paratroopers of the 101st 
Airborne Division fought for a 
hill called Don Ap Via along the 
rugged Laotian frontier and just 
to the west of the A Shau Val­ 
ley. 
After six days of heavy fight­ 
ing, the Americans had not been 
able to drive the North Viet­ 
namese from their bunkers hoita 
eycombing the 3,000-foot peak. 
The hill is believed to be either 
a regimental headquarters or a 
major supply base. 
A series of fights in the bor­ 
der area during the past week 
has cost the North Vietnamese 
125 killed, according the U.S. 
military spokesmen. They said 
37 Americans have been killed 
and 187 wounded. 
The fighting is part of a new 
allied drive—Operation Apache 
Snow—to choke off North Viet­ 
namese infiltration corridors 
from Laos into South Vietnam. 
A force of nearly 3,000 Ameri­ 
can paratroopers, U.S. Marines 
and South Vietnamese infantry­ 
men moved into the area last 
Saturday. 
Helicopters landed 
2,200 of the Americans and 
South Vietnamese west of the A 
Shau Valley and close to the 
Laotian border in one of the bi{> 
gest helicopter assaults of the 
war. 
U.S. officers said by landing 
west of the valley, the allied 
force hoped to trap North Viet­ 
namese in the valley and wipe 
them out.

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Should Reflect A Conviction 


Petitions being circulated in a campaign to bring the question 


of future use of Tehama County's hospital building to a ballot can 
serve a very useful purpose If they are considered thoughtfully 
by everyone to whom they are presented. 


Obviously, the reason that a large number of signers is needed 


to place the matter before the people through secret ballot is to 
make sure there is enough sentiment for whatever the proposal 
may be to warrant the expense of an election. Just as obviously, 
if there are enough voting 
citizens who want an election, it is 


right that there should be one. But, because an election is expen- 
sive, It behooves the prospective signer to ask himself whether 
there is reasonable ground to think that he might want to vote for 
a course other than that proposed by the county board of supervis- 
ors. If he feels sure that he would want to vote for some other 
course, he should certainly sign the petition. Even if he thinks there 
is a chance that he might want to vote for some other course after 
the matter is debated in an election campaign, he should sign the 
petition. 


But If he feels sure that he, personally, would not want to vote 


for a course other than proposed by the supervisors, he should not 
sign it. He should not sign it on the general theory that an election 
Is a democratic way to decide things. It will be democratic to call 
an election, which County Clerk Floyd Hicks has estimated will 
cost $13,000, only if sufficient voters favor the cause which insti- 
gated It — 1,053 voters, to be exact. That, according to Hicks, is 
the number the law requires to call an election. 


They should be 1,053 voters who don't want Tehama General 


Hospital converted into a long-time care, convalescent hospital.

NEW YORK (AP) — There 


are we are told reliably, two 
Sides to every story, but in tax 
matters the story looks more 
like a hexagon, which is a geo- 
metric shape of six sides and 
just as many angles. 


At least that many faces may 


be seen In the current debate 
over the 7 per cent invest* 
ment tax credit, whose suspen* 
sion has been proposed by the 
Nixon administration in an ef» 
fort to curtail Inflation. 


This tax credit device per* 


mits business to deduct from 
income tax bills as much as 
7 per cent of the cost of equip* 
ment purchases designed to in» 
crease production. It is meant 
to be a spur to modernization 
and efficiency. And quite a spur 
it has been. 


Early this year private and 


government 
surveys showed 


that business was planning a 
tremendous Increase In spend. 
la( tor capital improvements. 
This at toe wry time that goib 
ernment and consumers were 
being told to cut spending. 


Logically, it seemed, bust* 


ness should be discouraged- 


not encouraged to spend. And 
that's where the argument takes 
on a curious shape. 


Spending for machinery, some 


businessmen argue, not only is 
noniinflationary but is in fact 
the most effective means of re- 
ducing inflation. 


The way tobringdownprices, 


they argue, is to make the ca. 
pacity of America's Industrial 
plant larger and more efficient. 
More efficient plants mean low. 
er priced goods. And lower 
prices are the opposite of inflaU 
ed prices. 


By repealing the Investment 


tax credit, these businessmen 
contend, the administration ac. 
tually will insure inflation. The 
ability of the nations factories 
will not keep pace with demand 
and prices will be bid up. 


In fact, they contend, an im. 


mediate upward pressure on 
prices might result from the 
fact that equipment to make 
other goods suddenly will cost 
somewhere around 7 par cent 
more. 


Now in anything economic 


there is no limit to the number 
of theories, most of which ap* 
pear to make tfood sense.

Manufacturers, the U.S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and AHAM 
(American Home Applicance 
Manufacturers). 
Specifically, they want to re- 
move Arnold Elkmd as chair- 
man of the Product Safety Com- 
mission — officially on the ex- 
cuse that he is a Democrat; 
actually because he has been 
tough on various products. 


Under him, the commission 


has cracked down on gas furn- 
aces and hazardous refrigera- 
tors, among other things. One 
refrigerator 
in 
Haverhill, 


Mass., was so faulty that it 
electrocuted a man. 


Inside word is that the above 
opponents 
of product safety 


would be opposed to promoting 
the one Republican on the com- 
mission — Arnold Hill, Negro 
chemist — to be chairman. Hill 
has also been a tough enforcer 
Of safety in consumer products. 
The National Commission on 
Product Safety is a bipartisan 
organization 
pushed 
through 


Congress bySen.WarrenMagn- 
uson of Washington, a Demo- 
crat, and Sen. Norris Cotton of 
New Hampshire, a Republican. 


JOB CORPS POLITICS 
Nixon administration spokes- 
men are growing edgy as a re- 
sult of all the public backfire 
about plans to close 59 out of 
106 rural and urban Job Corps 
centers. 
Labor 
Secretary 


George Shultz seemed highly 
nervous as Rep. Carl Perkins, 
D-Ky., chairman of the Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee, 
questioned him the other day 
about a possible impact on 
crime and unemployment. 


"The closing of these centers 


won't be a problem in that re- 
spect," pleaded Shultz. "Af- 
ter all, only 800 volunteers have 
dropped out of the camps since 
we announced the closings (ef- 
fective June 30).'' 
He went on to say that the re- 
mainder of the approximately 
16,000 youths who will be put 
on the street as a result of the 
closings will find jobs, with ad- 
ministration help, or continue 
their job-training in a few so- 
called "mini-centers" tobe es- 
tablished. 
It was learned later, however, 
that the dropout figure Shultz 
used —800 —is the understate- 
ment of the year. Rep. Perkins 
discovered later that4,539 have 
already deserted the camps in 
disillusionment — with no jobs 
in sight. 
Their average age is 17-18 
years, an age that is consider- 
ed "unreliable" and a "high 
accident risk" by insurance 
companies 
which underwrite 


large employers. So the 4,539 
are hardly eligible for the job 
market. 
This column has learned that 


1,300 
volunteers already have 


swarmed out of the urban Job 
Corps center at Camp Kilmer, 
N. J. Another 148 have left the 
Port Clinton, Ohio, conserva- 
tion center, and 70 of the 170 
volunteers in a camp at Clam 
Lake, W is. Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis., commenting on the lat- 
ter, told the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee how officials of the Wis- 
consin 
Employment 
Service 


visited the camp recently. 


"They found scenes which they 


described as'turmoil'with boys 
piling on buses to get the hell 
out of there." 


Rep. 
Perkins pointed cut to this 


column that the situation is all 


the more serious because many 
of the exiting volunteers are 
from 
small towns or cities 


where there are no public em- 
ployment services. 


PUBLIC CONFUSED 
The public also has been given 


highly distorted or conflicting 
pictures of Job Corps opera- 
tions. An unfavorable report by 
the General Accounting Office, 
which had an important bearing 
on the decision to close the 59 
centers, charged that Job corps 
volunteers v.-orked largely with 
"hand tools," such as axes and 
shovels. 
On the other hand, both the 
Agriculture and the Interior 


Departments have highly prai- 
sed the program in a combin- 
ed report which replied to the 
GAO "hand tool" charge. This 
report showed that CO centers 
trained 
auto 
mechanics, 71 


trained carpenters, 23 trained 
bricklayers and 6 trained oper- 
ators in the use of heavy con- 
struction equipment, such as 
cranes and earth-moving ma- 
chines. 
Still another laudatory defense 
came from Edward Cliff, chief 
of the Forest Service, wl ich 
is part of the Agriculture De- 
partment. Cliff recently told 
the House Appropriations Com - 
mittee: 
"I hope that this work can be

CONFLICT OF INTEREST? 
Sen. John Williams, the Del-

Sen. 
Williams revealed inside 


the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee that Ambassador Shel- 
by Davis was a partner in aNew 
York investment firm and a 
member of the New York Stock 
Exchange while seeking to be 
ambassador to a country which 
operates numbered accounts for 
hundreds of American bankers 
and individuals. There has been 
a steady stream of American 
businessmen or their repre- 
sentatives flying dollars be- 
tween New York, Paris and Ber- 
ne. 
As a result of Sen. Williams' 
queries, Ambassador Davis in- 
formed Senators that he was re- 
signing his seat on the New York 
Exchange and would divorce 
himself from his investment 
firm to the point that he would 
not 
know 
what accounts the 


firm held in New York, Swit- 
zerland or any place else. 


Mr. Davis said that he want- 


ed to serve in Switzerland be- 
cause he had gone to school 
there for three years in the 
1930s. 
Other members of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee gave Davis their okay, but 
Sen. Williams told them he 
wanted to be recorded as still 
opposed to Davis' appointment.

AN EXCHANGE OF TOASTS

on said, in the presence of a 
large gathering at the White 
House, and what Mr. Gorton 
responded, should not be lost; 
on Americans, on members of 
the Pacific community, on lead- 
ers of the Communist world. Put 
it this way; has there been, in 
the recent period, a diplomatic 
exchange 
of deeper 
signifi- 


cance, whether for Senator Ful- 
brlght 
or for Ho Chi Minh? 


PRESIDENT NIXON. "We see 


the world as they see it. They 
are among those who under- 
stand, as I think most of us in 
this room understand, how much 
rides on what happens in the 
Pacific. They are a Pacific 
power, as we are; and at a time 
when most of the world, what- 
ever they may think privately, 
will not speak up publicly with 
regard to what the Uniteu States 
is doing in the Pacific, and as 
indicated in the very difficult 
war in Vietnam, our friends in 
Australia know why we are 
there and why they are there and 
we know that they are there with 
us ... 


"Now 
tonight we have a man 


. . . who has . . . the cour- 
age to speak up when sometimes 
it might be perhaps more poli- 
tic to say nothing, or at least 
to say something else . . . .'' 


PRIME MINISTER GORTON. 


<rWe have stood together in 
many struggles . . . the Kor- 
ean War where Australians 
were within the first week in 
action with the United States 
forces and the first country, 
sir, to be in action. And now, 
the Vietnam War. 


"Men have for so long had to 


struggle and probably always 
will have to struggle against 
the idea of absolute and arbi- 
trary power; against the idea 
of the secret police and the 
h a n g m a n . . . Mankind all 
through the years have been 
preapred to say 'If you wish 
to eat you must sell your im- 
mortal soul. If you wish peace 
you must submit to dictation.' 
"There is in the human spirit 
a refusal to accept this . . . 


You, 
sir, are bearing today a 


burden, greater, I think, than 
that borne by any other man in 
the world I know . . . I see 
a former Republican looking 
down upon us, my mind goes 
back to those times and that 
burden and the turmoil in this 
country in that period. 


"Too often do we now look back 


at Lincoln and tend to think that 
the speeches he made were 
well-received and tend to think 
that the ideals he professed 
were accepted by all the people 
of the United States. But not 
enough do we look back and 
think of the burden for five 
long years he bore during a 
period when the United States 
lost more dead than in the many 
wars since. And he bore the 
burden. 


"During a period when Cop- 


perheads were inciting riots in 
order to bring peace; during 
the period when the Horace 
Greeleys and others of the press 
were attacking not only his 
ideas, but him personally; dur- 
ing the period when regiments 


from the Army of the Republic 
had to be brought back to patrol 
the riots in New York — that 
was a burden. But it was one 
carried like a man. There would 
be no United States today. So 
the bearing of these burdens and 
the successful consummation 
of these struggles is something 
which is not for that time alone 
or for this time alone, but 
which, having been successful 
in that time, led to the United 
States being able to dowhatitis 
today. 


"I think that we will stand to- 
gether in the future as we have 
in the past, the great, the small, 
the apparently small, but fired 
by the same motives, inspired 
by the same ideals, resolute in 
the same way. 
"I hope that this will be true. 


It has been true and I believe 
it will be true. And for our part, 
speaking for Australians, wher- 
ever the United States is resis- 
ting aggression, wherever the 
United States or the United 
Kingdom or any other country 
is seeking to insure that there 
will be a chance for the free 
expression of the spirit; wher- 
ever there is a joint attempt to 
improve not only the material 
but the spiritual standards of 
life of the peoples of the world, 
then sir, we will go waltzing, 
Matilda, with you."

erer than they deserve to be. 
Many readers write to me with 
an expressed anxiety about 
Osier's, Meniere's, and a host 
of 
other 
eponym 
diseases. 


Perhaps their fear is greater 
because the name itself is not 
explicit enough. 


Hirschsprung's 
disease 
is 


named after a famous Danish 
doctor who was born in 1830. 
He described this condition and 
the symptoms associated with 
•t when first he found this in 
newborn children. It is a rela- 
tively rare disorder and oc- 
curs in so few cases of normal 
development that it certainly 
would not come to a layman's 
attention. 


The condition is basically a 


marked enlarg-ement of the 
colon or large intestine. It is 
recognized early and when 
treated intensively with drugs 
«nd diet, it does not interfere 
markedly with the nourish- 
ment and growth of the child. 
Most cases improve as the 
child grows older. Only in ex- 
tremely severe cases is there 
a need for surgery. In those 
the results are very gratifying 
and permit the child to grow 
to adulthood without any in- 
testinal problems. 


The rarity with which this 


disorder occurs makes it un- 
likely that it will happen again 


in subsequently-born children 
Since the exact cause is un- 
known there is no prevention 
other than to have the preg- 
nancy followed from the very 
beginning. 
That • which 
is 


known about this strange con- 
dition is that the nerves nor- 
mally found in the wall of the 
larg-e intestine are 
missing 


and, 
therefore, the muscles in 


the 
large 
intestine 
cannot 


properly propel food and waste 
products. The astute doctor 
who made this diagnosis can 
give you added assurance that 
it will probably never occur 
again.

Can it lead to cancer?

Dear Mrs. W.: Let me im- 


mediately assure you that the 
universal fear of cancer should 
not enter into every medical 
problem that arises. Cancer is 
not the inevitable aftermath 
of every disease of the body. 
The fear of cancer seems to 
dominate the lives of many 
people and can, if unchecked, 
be more destructive than the 
disease they may have. 


When a woman produces an 


egg in the ovary, a small sac 
or follicle is present. This sac 
disappears in most instances. 
Occasionally it becomes en- 
larged and f o r m s a corpus 
luteum cyst of varying size. 
Only when the cyst becomes 
markedly enlarged or becomes 
complicated is surgery neces- 
sary. The chance that a cyst 
will become malignant is high- 
ly improbable. These cysts, 
when followed regularly by the 
doctor for any changes in site, 
are usually safely controlled.

Obviously, the reason that a large number of signers la needed 
to place the m atter before the people through secret ballot is to 
make sure there is enough sentiment for whatever the proposal 
may be to w arrant the expense of an election. Just as obviously, 
if there are enough voting 
citizens who want an election, It is 
right that there should be one. But, because an election Is expen­ 
sive, tt behooves the prospective signer to ask himself whether 
there Is reasonable ground to think that he might want to vote for 
a course other than that proposed by the county board of supervis­ 
ors. If he feels sure that he would want to vote for some other 
course, he should certainly sign the petition. Even if he thinks there 
is a chance that he might want to vote for some other course after 
the m atter is debated in an election campaign, he should sign the 
petition. 


But if he leels sure that he, personally, would not want to vote 
for a course other than proposed by the supervisors, he should not 
sign it. He should not sign It on the general theory that an election 
is a democratic way to decide things. It will be democratic to call 
an election, which County Clerk Floyd Hicks has estimated will 
cost $13,000, only if sufficient voters favor the cause which insti­ 
gated it — 1,053 voters, to be exact. That, according to Hicks, is 
the number the law requires to call an election. 


They should be 1,053 voters who don't want Tehama General 
Hospital converted Into a long-time care, convalescent hospital.

Not Just Two Sides

NEW YORK (AP) — There 
are we are told reliably, two 
sides to every story, but in tax 
m atters the story looks more 
like a hexagon, which is a geo­ 
m etric shape of six sides and 
just as many angles. 
At least that many faces may 
be seen in the current debate 
over tí» 7 per cent invest­ 
ment tax credit, whose susperw 
sion has been proposed by the 
Nixon administration in an ef­ 
fort to curtail inflation. 
This tax credit device per­ 
m its business to deduct from 
income tax bills as much as 
7 per cent of the cost of equip­ 
ment purchases designed to in­ 
crease production. It is meant 
to be a spur to modernization 
and efficiency. And quite a spur 
it has been. 
E arly this year private and 
government 
surveys 
showed 
that business was planning a 
tremendous Increase in spend­ 
ing for capital improvements. 
This at the very lime that gov­ 
ernment and consumers were 
being told to cié spending. 


L o g i c a l l y , 
I t seemed, busi­ 
ness should be discouraged— 


not encouraged to spend. And 
that's where the argument takes 
on a curious shape. 
Spending for machinery, some 
businessmen argue, not only is 
nomnflationary but is in fact 
the most effective means of re­ 
ducing inflation. 


The way to bring down prices, 
they argue, is to make the ca­ 
pacity of A m erica's industrial 
plant larger and more efficient. 
More efficient plants mean lov­ 
e r priced goods. And lower 
prices are the opposite of inflat­ 
ed prices. 
By repealing the investment 
tax credit, these businessmen 
contend, the administration ac­ 
tually will insure inflation. The 
ability of the nations factories 
will not keep pace with demand 
and prices will be bid up. 


In fact, they contend, an im­ 
mediate igrward pressure on 
prices might result from the 
fact that equipment to make 
other goods suddenly will cost 
somewhere around 7 per cent 
m ore. 
Now in anything economic 
there is no lim it to the number 
of theories, rroet of which ap­ 
pear to make good sense.

JOB CORPS POLITICS 
Nixon administration spokes­ 
men are growing edgy as a r e ­ 
sult of all the public backfire 
about plans to close 59 out of 
106 rural and urban Job Corps 
centers. 
L a b o r 
Secretary 
George Shultz seemed highly 
nervous as Rep. Carl Perkins, 
D-Ky., chairman of the Edu­ 
cation and Labor Committee, 
questioned him the other day 
about 
a possible 
impact 
on 
crim e and unemployment. 
"The closing of these centers 
won’t be a problem in that r e ­ 
spect,’ 
pleaded Shultz. "A f­ 
ter all, only 800 volunteers have 
dropped out of the camps since 
we announced the closings (ef­ 
fective June 30).’’ 
He went on to say that the r e ­ 
mainder of the approximately 
16,000 youths who will be put 
on the street as a result of the 
closings will find jobs, with ad­ 
ministration help, or continue 
their job-training in a few so - 
called "m ini-centers" tobe e s ­ 
tablished. 
It was learned later, however, 
that the dropout figure Shultz 
used — 800 —is the understate­ 
ment of the year. Rep. Perkins 
discovered later that4,539 have 
already deserted the camps in 
disillusionment — with no jobs 
in sight. 
Their average age is 17-18 
years, an age that is consider­ 
ed "unreliable" and a "high

"Too often do we now lookback 
at Lincoln and tend to think that 
the speeches he made were 
well-received and tend to think 
that the ideals he professed 
were accepted by all the people 
of the United States. But not 
enough do we look back and 
think of the burden for five 
long years he bore during a 
period when the United States 
lost more dead than in the many 
w ars since. And he bore the 
burden.

bears the name of its discov­ 
erer than they deserve to be. 
Many readers write to me with 
an expressed anxiety about 
Osier’s, Meniere's, and a host 
of 
other 
eponym 
diseases. 
Perhaps their fear is greater 
because the name itself is not 
explicit enough. 
Hirschsprung’s 
disease 
is 
named after a famous Danish 
doctor who was born in 1830. 
He described this condition and 
the symptoms associated with 
•t when first he found this in 
newborn children. It is a rela­ 
tively rare disorder and oc­ 
curs in so few cases of normal 
development that it certainly 
would not come to a layman s 
attention. 
The condition is basically a 
marked enlargement of the 
colon or large intestine. It is 
recognized 
early and when 
treated intensively with drugs 
and diet, it does not interfere 
markedly with the nourish­ 
ment and growth of the child. 
Most cases improve as the 
child grows older. Only in ex­ 
tremely severe cases is there 
a need for surgery. In those 
the results are very gratifying 
and perm it the child to grow 
to adulthood without any in­ 
testinal problems. 
The rarity with which this 
disorder occurs makes it un­ 
likely that it will happen again 


in subsequently-born children 
Since the exact cause is un­ 
known there is no prevention 
other than to have the preg­ 
nancy followed from the very 
beginning 
That 
which 
is 
known about this strange con­ 
dition is that the nerves nor­ 
mally found in the wall of the 
large 
intestine 
are 
missing 
and, therefore, the muscles in 
the 
large 
intestine 
cannot 
properly propel food and waste 
products. The astute doctor 
who made this diagnosis can 
give you added assurance that 
it will probably never occur 
again.

I have a strange cyst of the 
ovary known as a luteum cyst. 
Can it lead to cancer?

Dear Mrs. W.: Let me im­ 
mediately assure you that the 
universal fear of c E L n c e r should 
not enter into e v e r y medical 
problem that arises. Cancer is 
not the inevitable afterm ath 
of every disease of the body. 
The fear of car.rer s e e m s to 
dominate the lives of many 
people and can, if unchecked, 
be more destructive than the 
disease they may have. 
When a woman produces an 
egg in the ovary, a small sac 
or follicle is present. This sac 
disappears in most instances. 
Occasionally it becomes en­ 
larged and f o r m s a corpus 
luteum cyst of varying size. 
Only when the cyst becomes 
markedly enlarged or becomes 
complicated is surgery neces­ 
sary. The chance th at a cyst 
will become malignant is high­ 
ly improbable. These cysts, 
when followed regularly by the 
doctor for any changes in size, 
are usually safely controlled.

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Elementary Science Teaching 
Stresses Greater Creativity 


THAT HOSPITAL CONTROVERSY 


(The following article In the 
education series has been pre- 
pared by Louise Bouett, In- 
structor at Bidwell School, and 
Art Blankenship, instructor at 
Jackson Heights School). 


As is the case in so many 
areas of education these days, 
the objectives and goals of ele- 
mentary science teaching have 
changed in man> ways In recent 
years. For example, greater 
emphasis is now being given to 
helping students to think criti- 
cally. They are also being taught 
to be creative in their approach 
to problem solving. Further- 
more, many teachers now be- 
lieve that children should de- 
velop the understandings and 
skills which are necessary for 
the use of scientific methods 
of thinking and acting in all 
areas of learning. 
In 
our Curriculum 
Study 


Group, as a part of our over- 
all study we are evaluating our 
existing program in science 
education 
in the elementary 


schools in the hope that we 
can weigh our evidence and 
formulate plans for future tea- 
ching in relation to what we con- 
sider Important developments 
or trends in science education. 
Science programs, to be of the 
most value, need to bring out or 
reflect the social impacts of 
science. To accomplish this, 
one must recognize that it is 
necessary to go beyond the lec- 
ture-textbook methods of reci- 
tation procedures. Laboratory 
work Is gradually leaving be- 
hind the lockstep method of the 
laboratory manual In favor of 
more emphasis on the discovery 
process. 


Recent indications of these 


trendb have placed less empha- 
sis on the verification of scien- 
tific experiments, through com- 
plicated laboratory exercises. 
Teachers are now permitting 
s t u d e n t s to discover many 
scientific principles for them- 
selves. In this way tlv teacher 
more often acts as adiiector of 
research rather than as the ulti- 
mate source of information. At 
other 
times, information is 


found by reading, discussion, 
lecture, teacher demonstra- 
tions and student demonstration 
exercises. 
The recent shift has been to- 


ward student experimentation. 
At all grade le/els, teachers 
are striding to involve the stu- 
dent in the mquirj and dis- 
covery approach to learning. In 
order to carry out this t\pe of 
planning, it is necessarj that 
arrangement of 
facilities be 


such that the instructor can di- 
rect the learning process with a 
minimum of traffic and confus- 
ion and with a maximum of con- 
trol. 


In order to create firsthand 
experiences for the students at 
all levels, much use can be made 
of models, demonstrations of 
scientific processes and making 
use of resource personnel and 
aids who are working in the var- 
ious areas of science. One area 
which is stressed in some Red 
Bluff classes includes activities 
such as science fairs, study or 
field trips and outdoor study ac- 
tivities in the areas of ecology 
and conservation. These activi- 
ties follow the belief that first- 
hand experiences are valuable 
when they can be made avail- 
able to the students. 


It is hoped that more arrange- 


ments can be made for better 
utilization of our own resource 
people when available, and that 
each kindergarten through six- 
th grade school can have a 
provision for a science room or 
a science experiment room. 


The idea of a science center 
has evolved in many schools. In 
addition to the classroom, which 
may also be the science room, 
the center might include storage 
rooms, 
reading, 
areas and 


project 
laboratories. 
Plant 


growing areas and animal sec- 
tions might also be included. 
Recent studies have shown the 
desirability for individual work 
and experiment stations. The 
need and utilization of these will 
depend upon the ability and need 
of the students. As new uses 
and experiences are needed, 
school facilities should accom- 
modate changes in furniture ar- 
rangement and space usage. 
Walls 
and utility 
services 


should be planned so that an ex- 
tension of the science facilities 
into adjoining sections of the 
building is possible. 


It is hoped, in an article of this 


kind, by pointing out some of 
the more desirable features oi 
a good science facility, attention 
will be brought to focus on 
some of the needs of this curri- 
culum area. In the future, even 
more than today, there will be 
a need for the understanding 
and appreciation of natural and 
physical science within our en- 
vironment. It is also hoped that 
science education will become 
"living education" as our needs 
become greater in the areas of 
conservation, and wise use of 
our natural resources.

The Other Side Gets In Some Licks

F u rth e r­ 
more, many teachers now be­ 
lieve that children should de­ 
velop the understandings and 
skills which are necessary for 
the use of scientific methods 
of thinking and acting in all 
areas of learning.

The recent shift has been to ­ 
ward student experimentation. 
At all grade levels, teachers 
a re striving to involve the stu ­ 
dent in the Inquiry and d is ­ 
covery approach to learntng.

facilities be

One area 
which is stressed in some Red 
Bluff classes includes activities 
such as science fairs, study or 
field trips and outdoor study ac­ 
tivities in the areas of ecology 
and conservation. These activi­ 
ties follow the belief that first­ 
hand experiences are valuable 
when they can be made avail­ 
able to the students. 


It ia hoped that more arrange­

like a pro? 
Anyway you work it out, it 
still adds up to a special com­ 
bination of driver and car. . . 
It may be more driver, less 
car or the opposite, but the 
winning combination adds up to 
100 per cent of the best!

SACRAMENTO 
(AP) — A 
church-supported measure to 
tax the income oí church-owned 
nonreligious businesses moved 
today to the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
The measure by Sen. Anthony 
C. Beilenson, D-Beverly Hills, 
faced no opposition in Wednes­ 
day's Senate Revenue and Tax­ 
ation Committee hearing and 
won unanimous approval. 
Beilenson said “ California 
has already recognized the iito 
iquity of this type of exemption 
to churches" by being one of 
the few states to limit the pro­ 
perty tax exemption to church 


structures themselves. 
“ Thus we find ourselves in 
tl<e position of requiring that 
tire church pay property taxes 
on its business property be­ 
cause the business is unrelated 
to the religious activity, yet we 
do not tax the income from 
this very same business," he 
said. 
Beilenson said the exemption 
for the incomes of such nor* 
religious 
church-owned busi­ 
nesses as hotels, textile mills 
and radio and television stations 
is "inequitable" and "raises 
grave doubts for free enter­ 
prise."
